Presidential Transition Information". Based on all the great feedback ELN members provided on what 
you want to know about the transition, Deputy Administrator Marcus Peacock and three senior members 
of EPA's transition team are ready to fill you on the Agency's transition plans and how transition will 
impact you.

Eastern time on Monday, October 20 will be available from your desktop computer beginning October 27, 
2008. 

November 10, 2008: Emergency Response 

Have you ever wondered if the EPA is adequately prepared to respond to the next emergency? Here's 
your chance to find out the status of emergency response preparedness at EPA. Deputy Administrator 
Marcus Peacock will meet with OSWER Assistant Administrator Susan Bodine and other senior 
managers at 3 p.m. Eastern Time on Thursday, November 10th for a live, internal broadcast on EPA 
Emergency Response on IP-TV. They will discuss where the Agency is on its emergency response 
preparedness, how we got here, where we are going in the future, and what role EPA employees play 
through the Response Support Corps (RSC).

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Want to know what the EPA is doing to improve the hypoxia in the Gulf of Mexico? Tune into IP-TV at 1 
p.m.

Collaborative Problem Solving and Decision Making is the process of convening others, including 
stakeholders, to craft workable solutions to specific environmental problems that no single party could 
solve on its own. This has proven to be a valuable tool throughout EPA's history. To fulfill our obligation 
to serve the public, we must all work collaboratively with each other, partners, and stakeholders. 

Pat Bonner, National Center for Environmental Innovation (NCEI) Staff is leading the effort to conduct a 
Train-the-Trainer workshop to certify individuals to deliver Working Together: An Introduction to 
Collaborative Decision Making [8-hour workshop]. The next "Working Together" collaboration workshop 
Train-the-Trainer event will occur for 2.5 days, October 28-30 in Ariel Rios South at Federal Triangle. The 
application form as well as a flyer outlining the content of Working Together are available at 
http://intranet.epa.gov/collaborations/training/trainthetrainer.htm.

A nine-member panel will again review all applications and select no more than thirty individuals for 
certification. By mid-September, all who apply will know if they have [or have not] been selected. With 
the invitation to attend will be an agenda for the 2.5 days. 

The first day will be Doug Sarno [The Perspectives Group]-assisted by several of the May-certified 
trainers -- facilitating the workshop and all the trainers experiencing it. The rest of the time will be spent 
doing practices and discussing how each of the new trainers plans to use or modify the five modules so 
they will work well within their organizations. All participants will receive the Student Workbook and 
Facilitators Guide files in electronic form so they can tailor the material to fit the needs of their 
organizations.
